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TRENDS IN GARDENING. 


While contemplating both a title and 
the words of this article,our eye was 
caught by the following,from an article 
by Lester Rowntree,in the "ebruary Flower 
Grower. 

"Once the gardener gets his nose pointed 
toward superior strains,there is no 
holding him back" 

Then she goes on to say that he sends 
far and wide for catalogs,and searches out 
nurseries in sections with climates like 
his own.Miss Rowntree is writing,of course 
for the West Coast.And no one state here 
in the East has the many diverse climatic 
conditions that she is so familiar with. 
But her words are true here,in both her 
premises. 


Today,no gardener,worthy of the name, 
is content with the type of seedling 
plant that was so common in the perennial 
nursery thirty years ago.Instead,he is 
looking always for new forms,grown by 
asexual methods,and he may often be found 
hybridizing,and trying to raise his ovm 
special forms.And too,gardeners have 
learned that it isn't where a plant is 
grown, that makes it hardy half so much 
as whether it came originally from soils 
and climatic conditions like those in 
which he intends to grow it. 


Not in some years now,have we sown 
any perennial seed in the greenhouse, 
other than that of some rare and choice 
thing,demanding extra care,or the occas- 
ional item which becoming short,could 
be had more quickly by an early start. 
Yet twenty-five years ago,we grew one 
spring over one hundred thousand Del- 
phinium of various kinds under glass, 
in small pots,for planting in the field. 
Today,we grow these Yelphinium almost en- 
tirely in frames,taking a little longer 
to produce them.But the point to which 
we are leading is that we no longer grow 
many such perennials from seed.Of course 
they are still to be found in gardens, but 
the owner has sown his own seed,or has 
bought them at the neighboring florists 


- establishment,or even from the corner 


grocery.If he be truly interested in 
having only the best,very likely he grew 
his own.And so marked is this trend, that 
we predict that within a few years,most 
of the catalogs of the out and out hardy 
plant specialists will list no seedlings 
of any sort,-no Digitalis and Canterbury 
Bells;no Sweet Williams,few Delphiniw, 
and even very few Polyanthuses.Yet a few 
years ago these were our standbys, and 
time and again we patiently told gardeners 
that perennial seeds required shading 
until they germinated,and often took 
three weeks,or longer.Today,it seems that 
everyone knows that.

And too,when we first became interested, 
it was the fashion to proclaim that if q 
plant were grown in some perticular spot, 
or had been buried in a late May snowstorm 
it was especially hardy.Now all that really 
proved was that the plant in question liked 
cool summers,and well frozen in wintérs.. 
In fact,we know of many plants that are 
hardy enough here,under such conditions, 
yet will not thrive in milder climates, 
with open winters,and hotter summers.And 
we know one plant,as an example,which 
can take a minus twenty temperature and 
like it,where the ground is bare all winter 
but cannot possibly survive a winter under 
our snow. It behooves the gardener to 
study his conditions,and then choose plants 
that will thrive under what he has to offer 
or else provide artificial conditions to 
its liking. 


Perhaps we are not establishing our 
points very clearly.But we are trying to 
say that the old standbys are soon not 
going to be found in the catalogs.And that 
especial forms of certain plant families 
are going to be developed that will thrive 
in conditions where the seedling plants 
of the genus never would.That is as it 
should be,from our standpoint,for while 
in the days of perennials from seed, there 
were little tricks like fall seeding,and 
freezing seed,chipping it,or swelling it 
with hot water,that we used,there was no 
real skill involved,and at best we never 
knew just what we'd produce.It was so 
usual to buy something like Delphinium 
chinensis alba,and get as many blue flow- 
ered plants as white.We always felt,even 
in those days,that if a gardener ordered 
a plant listed as flore pleno,he wanted 
a double,and not a seedling,which might 
be single,or have at most but a few extra 
petals.There is good reason for the 
many named varieties of plants coming on 
the market today,besides the nurserymans 
desire to have something new to sell.In 
so many cases,a variety which seemed out- 
standing only a year or more ago,in the 
light of a later seedling may be shown 
to have many apparent faults.And best of 
all,if a plant is labelled Snowflake, 
there is no excuse for its being blue,- 
unless of course it be a Blue Snowflake. 


Gardeners everywhere are demanding to 
know more about the plants they buy.All 
this calls for extra knowledge and skill 
on the part of the grower.You want better 
plants;we want to give them to you.But, 
don't be surprised at the prices you pay, 
for growing cheap seedlings is out,and 
the propagated plant is expensive both in 
time and knowledge needed to produce it.

PRIMULA AURICULA,MRS.JAMES DOUGLASS. We 
hope there may be a few Auricula lovers 
still to be found.Once upon a time,we are 
told, the cult of this lovely little Prim- 
rose was so strong,that it supported a 
Society of its own,and annual Shows,in 
England.Several years back,while visiting 
a Canadian nursery,we obtained a few 
plants of this variety,which was named, 
so the owner said,for a former head of 
that Auricula Society.We brought the tiny 
plants home,and have grown them ever 
since.While we have grown and lost many 
seedlings of P.auricula,this sort never 
is entirely lost,even from neglect,and 
finally,we managed to divide it and build 
up a fair stock.The color,we would de- 
scribe a soft rosy yellow.To the best of 
our knowledge,no plants of this have ever 
been disseminated in America.But we have 
kept it for at least ten years,so that

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PLANNING THE PERENNIAL BORDER. 


A great many persons do not have per- 
ennial borders,they just have gardens,or 
beds.And since there are as many different 
ways to develop the growing of flowers 
on any plot,as there are persons to do 
the work,nothing that we say should be 
held to criticize any other method,or to 
be considered the one and only,bona fide 
proper way.Yet as practicing landscape 
gardeners,and perennial specialists over 
many years,we have been asked many ques- 
tions,and seen many mistakes.Perhaps we 
can help you avoid a few common ones. 


Now the first thing we consider when 
we umdertake the planting of perennials 
on a customers grounds,is the location. 
We need to know which way the available 
spot faces;whether it is shaded during 
the day,in whole or in part,and heavy or 
dense shadesor,we may have to determine 
how to face the spot for best growing 
conditions,or for the plants our client 
particularly likes.Then there is the soil, 
is it light or heavy,wet or dry,neutral, 
or quite acid.In an area like ours,this 
last is quite easy to determine.But if 
the soil has been made by filling,it 
may be infertile,and surprisingly unlike 
that of the neighborhood.No short con- 
sideration of the grounds can ever tell 
all the factors,and always after an area 
has been planted,we wonder why we made 
such 4 glaring mistake.Always we console 
ourselves with recalling the garden we 
once planted,where nothing grew,tho the 
fine sandy soil had been heavily fertil- 
ized,and had the best of care.The first 
hot day told the secret,for everything 
wilted.Ihere was no bottom to the soil, 
and water in astounding amowts was the 
answer.Yet in that same garden,e very 
prominent Landscape Architect specified 
the use of quantities of Oyster Shells 
under an Arborvitae hedge,in an area 
where Thuya occidentalis grows naturally 
with complete abandon. 


The next consideration is what is 
desired to be achieved.One person wants 
display,or call it garden effect.the 
next wants perfection of the individual 
plant.Some wish to cut from the garden 
while others never do.One wants the old- 
fashioned flowers,and an edging of the 
Dianthus plumarius in full flower repays 
fully for the months when that edging is 
barren of blooms.Another wishes just the 
newest things,and flowers as much of the 
time as possible.Each person calls for 
a different sort of border planning.

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Planning the Perennial Border,-con. 


Color schemes,and color generally must 
also be considered before any planning is 
done.At least once in our experience,we 
overlooked this,and curiously enough,our 
client disliked pink,with which we had 
been quite generous. 


All these factors being known,there is 
still one more item to ask about.Will 
this be an all summer border,or do you 
plan to be in camp during July and August 
and care little about bloom at that time. 


If the location chosen is along the 
south face of shrubs,a fence or building, 
the usual procedure is to plant a back 
row of tall,permanent,late flowering 
things.Then a second row of earlier plants 
like Delphinium,which are equally tall 
and will serve as a screen in the early 
part of the season,and be cut down as the 
back row attains its height.The third row 
may be plants with permanent foliage,as 
Peonies,or Japanese Iris,and Phlox.The 
taller Astilbes are useful in such a 
location too.Then there is room for the 
low plants,whose foliage after flowering 
is not heavy,-Pyrethrum for example.And 
if there is to be an edging,it can be 
Polyanthus;small Campanulas;tufted Pinks 
and the like. Such a border has two faults, 
neither serious but to be kept in mind. 

It is apt to be so deep as to be hard to 
work.To overcome that,leave a patch at 

the back,if against a fence;before shrubs, 
try to leave areas of approach thru them. 
Actually,we would never plant such a bor- 
der against a house,but against a garage, 
the walk at the back may be left.This walk 
helps to overcome the other fault.The tall 
late background plants are often very ram- 
pant.If,during the spring months,you dis- 
courage their spreading growth, you are 
less likely to find by fall that half the 
pack of the bed is filled with Helenium 

or Boltonia. 


If a bed is to be made with lawn at 
each side,and without objectionable views 
to hide,then it is seldom wise to use 
plants taller than Hemerocallis or Peonies 
for the center.Ina bed of sufficient width 
there may be two rows of plants each side 
of this central permanent foliage row, 
quite often of the class of Pyrethrum,and 
the lower edging group.And the formal gar- 
denusually has beds(or borders) of both 
types,so that what we have said applies here. 


Space doesn't permit detailed instruc- 
tions for planting all types of borders. 
And only a wide knowledge can forsee the 
final outcome of any planting.Perhaps a 
spot of shade will change all the scheme 
for an end,or even the center of a bed. 
Drainage along a terrace,may make the growth 
different at the back,than it will be even 
a few feet farther into the lawn.Dpainage 
from a downspout,or even wash off a drive 
will change the moisture conditions.All 
these things affect plantings.We'll try 
to tell you more about them,later on.

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THE MANAGER'S DESK. 


Very often,I am tempted to use this col- 


umn to lay before you,some of your short- 
comings,as viewed with my eyes. And in 
fact,I have done so at times,especially 
when I have felt called upon to point out 
that if you enjoy the Gossip,you have a 
fine way to show your appreciation by 
buying some of the plants mentioned in it. 
Usually, tho,I think better of it,in time. 


But I do have a grievance to air,and i 
think it is high time it was done.I refer 
particularly to the matter of shipping 
dates.And specifically,to those of you 
who ésk for March shipment. 


I would not like to have anything I may 
say,be construed as a criticism of Vermont 
and of the Champlain Valley in particular. 
But to anyone who knows this section,it is 
unnecessary to add that for eleven months 
it is almost perfect.But March,and that 
portion of April which apes March, should 
have been left off the calendar. 


Generally speaking,March here is a month 


of snow,with strong winds.The soil,frozen 
since November,gradually becomes seen,and 
if the surfece melts in the noon-day sun, 
the night's cold freezes it even deeper. 
Then,at the end,the break comes,with warm 
rain,and the last of the snow goes off the 
hills,the ground really thaws,end some- 
time between April one and ten,we can dig 
your orders.But sometimes,we get our thaw 
in the early days of March,and then at the 
end the ground stays frozen,under a wind 
which burns like fire,and in spite of sun 
and our ardent wishes,we just cannot get 

a fork into the ground.One year,it was the 
last Thursday in the month of April,before 
we could dig evergreens.In 1946,we were 
digging everything, the last week in March. 


Now,as your orders arrive,I have no 
way of knowing which sort of a season it 
will be.The first day of March this year 
was as perfect a spring day as anyone 
could ask,and the snow went rapidly under 
a warm sun.Since then,we have had over a 
foot of new snow,and haven't seen the sun 
at all.And there are twenty-seven more 
days,-of March! 


So,please don't ask for March delivery 
because you live in a different climate. 
If its agreeable to you,make it 'Early 
as possible!,and we'll do our best.If 
there must be specific dates,set them. 

So far as the carrying service and our 
weather here will permit,we'll observe 
your limits.But not,-in March.
